Wright deplores apathy, 
hatred in athletic dept.

The Student Senate, last Monday, lis- 
tened to reports and allegations concerning 
the continuing crisis inthe athletic depart- 
ment by coaches Willis Black and Stan 
Wright and an athletic student, Travis 
Parker. 

All this was part of the 2xecutive 

report to the Student Senate by ASSSC 
President Steve Whitmore who proposed 
a resolution recommending that certain 
action be taken. The bulk of the execu- 
tive report was taken from the contro- 
versial report by the President’s Special 
Committee to Investigate Discrimination 
in the Inter-Collegiate Athletic Depart- 
ment issued last December. That report 
recommended the firing of coaches Ray 
Clemons and Jack Heron, It was pointed 
out that the rest of the recommendations 
were lost in the controversy which fol- 
lowed. : 
Going into the most details was Coach 
Stan Wright. Deploring the apathy, hatred, 
and distrust in the athletic department, he 
stated, ‘‘if I had known about this situation 
before I signed up, I wouldn’t have signed.”’ 
He stafed the problem in terms of two 
factions at each others throat. As some- 
one caught between factions he said, ‘‘I’ve 
told both factions that [ll be my own 
man,’’ What was needed, Wright pointed 
out was a strong college president who 
would tell the warring factions what to do 
or else ‘‘pack your bags.” 

Wright stated that a permanent athletic 
director must be immediately appointed. 
The athletic director must be impartial 
and have the intestinal fortitude to make 
unpopular decisions, Also, Wright noted, 
the director should have compassion. 
Wright stated that he himself was not in- 
terested in the job. 


Wright then attacked the ethnic im- 
balance in the coaching staff. ‘‘We have 
a staff of 50 people; I’m the only black 
person on it, I think this is ridiculous.”’ 
He was opposed, however, to seeing ‘‘a 
person hired because he’s black, brown, 
or green or pink, I want to see him hired 
because he’s qualified. There are, I

believe, a lot of people in minority groups 
that are qualified.”’ 

The coach deplored the lack of sen- 
sitivity displayed by some of the other 
coaches. He said that they were not 
sensitive to the differences, particularly 
ethnic differences, between various ath- 
letic students. 

Travis Parker, a physica] education 
major, then proceeded to describe the 
disadvantages which biack athletic stu- 
dents face. He stated that black students 
in athletics have trouble getting financial 
aid because they don’t know the system 
and that certain coaches ‘‘used financial 
aid in the past to channel it to those 
they’ve favored.”” He stated that black 
students counciling to compensate for this 
disadvantage. 

Parker also alleged that certain in- 
competent coaches have found various 
methods to protect themselves: i.e. by 
the support of the mass media, by over 
publicizing of a weak team, etc. 

He also stated that qualified black 
athletes weren’t being recruited from 
ghetto areas. 

The Student Senate, after a discussion 
of some of the issues involved, with one 
abstention, passed the resolution proposed 
by Steve Whitmore. That resolution read 
in part: ‘‘...the Student Senate...strongly 
recommends to Acting-President Otto 
Butz and Acting Director Cal Boyes...that 
a program be instituted for the entire 
athletic department to sensitize and bring 
about understandings of attitudes inhuman 
relations,,.that an assistant director of 
athletics be appointed immediately with 
the primary assignment as follows: (a) 
to institute workable grievance proce- 
dures for students in each sport.,.(b) to 
build effective communication among 
players, coaches, staff, programs, and 
administrators..... ” and other recom- 
mendations. 

The Student Senate, on another matter, 
passed a resolution to recommend that the 
Board of Trustees of the California State 
Colleges cancel the $900 debt owed to the 
ASSSC by Steve Whitmore on the grounds 
that the payment of the money to the 
ASSSC president was legal at the time it 
was made.

The 
politics 
of 
educational 
leadership 


Part I 


Editor’s note: The following commentary, written by Dr. Otto Butz, 
acting-president of SSC, was presented to the Far Western Political 
Science Association April 4 in Sacramento. Although the Hornet 
does not usually publish articles of this length, we feel the subject of 
higher education from the point of view of administrators is especially 
relevant at this time and will be read with interést by the Hornet 
readers. 

American colleges and universities today face a hopeful and yet 
perilous future. While on the one hand embarked on what could become 
the most creative movement of self-renewal in their history, they are, 
at the same time, beset by the gravest internal and external conflicts 
they have ever experienced. If there is to be a constructive outcome 
to this crisis in which higher education finds itself, we must undertake 
a thorough rethinking of its central decision-making functions. Unless 
we meet this challenge, the emergent new directions in higher edu- 
cation cannot be consummated and its present difficulties are bound 
to continue. 

Though we have made only a beginning, the changes we have brought 
about in our colleges and universities even in the past five years add 
wp to a much more substantial accomplishment than we are generally 
given credit for. Short as the time has been, we have developed more 
diverse and flexible curricula. We are trying out new methods of 
teaching and learning. We are adapting our disciplines to deal more 
directly with important current subject matter. We have eased ad- 
missions to our institutions for groups in our population before 
largely excluded. And we have, even, become more mindful of the 
responsibilities of higher education in the development of our society 
at large.

impact of changes 


But can we now carry this renovative movement forward to the 
realization of its full educational and socia! potentialities? I believe 
the answer to that question hinges above all on whether we are pre- 
pared to think through the consequences of the current changes in 
higher education for the key function of college and university govern- 
ance. How has the governing of higher education been affected by 
these changes? What has been their impact on the kind of job our 
institutions are doing? And, how doour instiiutions need to be governed 
if their renewal is to continue, remain educationally sound, and con- 
tribute most usefully to society? 

Except among professional insiders, these questions have to date 
received little attention. On campus and off, the basic ideas of aca- 
demic governance remain much as before. The ,ob of running a college 
or university continues to be seen primarily in terms of the concept 
of administration. Administration is understood as essentially a 
matter of organizational management. And the college or university 
president is perceived as the organizational chief executive, respon- 
sible for seeing that the managerial operations are properly carried 
out. 

Yet as everyone engaged in this work quickly discovers, these 
conventional notions of academic governance no longer adequately 
describe the relative urgency, difficultness or time-demands of the 
functions actually involved. While the organizational tasks remain 
as essential as ever, the over-riding dimension of academic govern- 
ance is today no longer administration but educational leadership. 
The critical skill is not managerial but political. And the acid test 
for college and university presidents is no longer simply the quality 
of their performance as organizational executives but their effective- 
ness as educational leaders, practicing the art of the possible. 


Reasons for changes 

The reasons for these changes lic, of course, in the very different 
Situation in which our colleges and universities today operate. Aca- 
demic governance in the conventional sense of administration rested 
on two major preconditions. It counted on a basic consensus about the 
ends and nieans of higher education. And it assumed general agree- 
ment on the terms of participation among the parties involved. Yet 
as we know, these preconditions have increasingly ccased to exist. 
Reflecting the growing divisions in the larger American society, 
higher education is today beset by acute conflicts as to both its purposes 
and control. And hence the new importance of the function of edu- 
cational leadership. For unless these power struggles are neutralized 
or overcome, both the academic quality of higher education and its 
usefulness as a cultural resource will be seriously impaired. More 
maa more of te energies will be dissipated in ideological polemics.

Let those who haven’t « 
had to pay for their education pay 
their share now. 

Also, I don’t think $10 a year 
would scare any potential grad- 
uates out of California, but rather 
the tuition cut would induce more ~- 
University participation. Theout- - 
come: a stronger, healthier state.

to speak against violence 


In a major address before the 
Public Affairs Institute of the 
University of the Pacific at Stock- 
ton recently, Assembly Speaker 
Bob Monagan called upon the aca- 
demic community to speak out 
against the forces of violence that 
are at work in the nation. 

Commenting on the reasons be- 
hind the public’s dissatisfaction 
with higher education and its de- 
crease in _ financial support, 
Monagan said: 

. Many people no longer 
see the campuses as a place of 
academic detachment, but as a 
social critic with its guns aimed 
against the rest of society. 

“This has given rise to a new 
relationship between the campus 
and the public at large. For many 
years the University and society 
coexisted, because neither threat- 
ened the other. The University 
tried to discover the truth, and 
pointed the way for society, and 
society usually followed at its

‘Society, in turn, put up the 
money for first-class education, 
while granting the University aca- 
demic freedom . . . About five 
years ago, however, elements 
within the academic community 
began using it as a battering ram 
to right what they considered 
society’s wrongs. 

“Society began to feel threat- 
ened and quite naturally fought 
back. For the University to be- 
come a political tool, and yet ex- 
pect society not to react, is to 
expect the impossible. 

‘*Right now there is consider- 
able resentment armong people for 
what they see as an attitude of 
superiority on the part of the aca- 
demic community, They resent the 
dismissal of contemporary Amer- 
ica as racist, reactionary and 
self-serving. This is why society 
has lost patience with higher edu- 
cation and has reacted with cutting

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Dymally introduces several bills 
to halt discrimination against women 


Sen, Mervyn M, Dymally @- 
Los Angeles) announced that he has 
introduced a series of bills de- 
signed to correct the glaring 
pattern of discrimination against 
women in higher educational in- 
stitutions. 

“There must be women faculty 
members and women administra- 
tors in order to encourage the as- 
pirations of young women’’, said 
Dymally. ‘To apply for admission 
has to reject the advice of her 
counselor, who will tell her there 
are no job opportunities unless she 
stays within the traditional con- 
fines of women.’’ 

Dymally stated that the statis- 
tics prove conclusively a distinct 
and deliberate plan to shut out 
women from many professions and 
restrict the opportunities in the 
others to low-level, low - pay ing 
positions. 

“For example, the School of 
Law at University of California, 
Davis has five women out of a

student body of 340, U.C., Irvine 
has 250 medical students, none 
are women, U.C. Berkeley has 
five women students out of a stu- 
dent body of 300 in gradudle 
Physics courses. 

“The picture at the State Col- 
leges is almost as bleak,” said 
the Los Angeles Legislator, ‘‘San 
Francisco State has 12 women in 
its Political Science Graduate 
School and there are 15 women in 
the School of Journalism at ‘San 
Jose State.” 

In a recent study of the faculty 
of political science departments in 
all of California, it was established 
that there are no full professors 
at any University of California 
campus. This is notable in that 
in 1969 alone, 12% of the awarded 
Ph.D.'s in Political Science went 
to women, according to Dymally. 
The statistics prove that such 
graduates are doomed to be lec- 
turers, teaching assistants and 
other badly paid, low prestige 
jobs 


Dymally described the legis- 
lation he has drafted as overdue 
and said that he believes that the 
Seventies will be the decade in 
which women finally achieve ac- 
ceptance as human beings. 

‘Women pay taxes to maintain 
our education institutions, but are 
denied jobs for which they are 
qual ified. My bills will prove 
that the Legislature recognizes 
the seriousness of this situation 
and that we are ready to set an 
example for private industry at 
the University and in the State 
College system.”" 

Senate Bill 907 requires that 
State College T rustees imumnediate- 
ly begin using compensatory 
hiring to integrate women into 
faculty, administration and support 
staff. Senate Bill 1203 calls on 
the U.C, Regents to do the same. 

Senate Bill 908 asks that the 
student body of each State College 
Graduate School more nearly re- 
flect the percentage of women in 
California and that sufficient finan- 
cial aid and scholarships be set 
apart for this purpose. Senate 
Bill 1147 makes the same request 
of the U.C. Graduate Schools. 

Senate Bill 909 requires that

the Trustees set up free, full 
time, day care centers for the 
children of male and female stu- 
dents, faculty, and staff. Such 
centers will employ student help 
ard will give course credit for 
development and training pro- 
grams. Senate Bill 1148 will 
provide day care centers at the 
University. 

Senate Bill 1072 requires that 
school boards adopt for use in 
elementary schools, textbooks 
which portray men and women 
functioning in all roles, including 
professional and executive and 
which do not include stereotyped 
images of either sex, Senate Bill 
1073 requires that the California 
Coordinating Council for Higher 
Education immediately hire women 
staff members. 5.C.R. 54 calls 
on those with appointing powers to 
the Council, to fill half of the 
vacancies occurring in 1970 with 
women appointees.
